SECTION K 
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FASTENING METHODS 



\\ hen installing Wiremold fittings, best results will be obtained if 
the correct size and style of screw and anchor are used, according 
to the kind of wall, floor, or ceiling to be worked upon. This listing 
will help you to determine the kind of fastening which will give 
the most satisfactory results. 

As explained in their respective sections, use No. 6 screws with 
200 and 1900, and No. 8 screws with all other sizes. 

Shields for No. 8 wmod screws (see 1 above) and lead shields for 
both No. 6 and No. 8 make a good job on concrete, brick, or stone. 
Select right size drill — hole must allow close fit for shields. Force 
shield into hole and use correct size and length of screw to hold 
fitting. 

Expansion nuts ( see 2 above) also need close-fitting holes which, 
with the correct size and length of screw to hold fitting, make a 
strong hold on concrete or brick. 

Expansion toggle ( see 3 above) for wire lath, for when the hole 
comes between wood laths, or for concrete blocks, makes a strong 
fastening for all Wiremold fittings. 

Toggle bolt ( see 4 above) is easily placed when holes are well 
drilled in concrete blocks, tile with plaster, or lath and plaster. 

A rawl plug (see 5 above) is a small fiber thread plug which holds 
No. 6 and No. 8 screws. It is important to drill a small, close- 
fitting hole. Do not use wood plugs — they loosen and make a 
poor job.
